12 (original): The method of claim 1 further comprising, prior to the copying: checking if 
the item is a link to itself, and performing said copying only if the item is not a link to itself. 

13 (original): The method of claim 12 \yherein: the checking includes a string comparison 
operation. 

14 (original): The method of claim Vfurther comprising, during the copying: sending an 
email message if a resource at a destination is full.
